Front  Office  Reminders 

on  HOW  MUCH  LAW 


A  FTER  the  hot  political  campaign 
which  has  now  been  set  aside 
with  the  late  world  series  of  base¬ 
ball  games  and  other  sport  con¬ 
tests  for  a  season  or  two,  it  might 
be  well  for  front  office  men  in  the 
graphic  arts  to  consider  the  ques¬ 
tion  of  how  much  law  they  ought 
to  know.  A  number  of  Acts  of  the 
United  States  Congress  and  Acts  of 
legislatures  in  Illinois  and  other 
states  were  issues  during  the  cam¬ 
paign  whose  discussion  occupied 
many  columns  of  space  in  our 
daily  newspapers  and  magazines, 
and  hours  of  time  on  the  radio. 

The  many-sided  question  of  fed¬ 
eral  and  state  control  of  industry 
cannot  be  discussed  either  fully  or 
learnedly  in  this  article.  Insofar 
as  this  presentation  is  concerned, 
recent  political  issues  are  used 
merely  to  raise  the  question  about 
how  far  a  man  in  the  printing  in¬ 
dustry  should  go  in  his  study  of 
commercial  law  as  an  adjunct  to 
his  training  for  proper  manage¬ 
ment  of  the  business  that  is  de¬ 
signed  by  him  to  provide  his  liv¬ 
ing  and  probably  furnish  some  of 
the  luxuries  of  life. 

“How  much  law  ought  a  printer 
to  know?”  I  asked  suddenly  of  a 
part  owner  of  a  medium  sized 
printing  plant  a  few  days  before 
starting  this  article. 

“I’m  not  going  to  stop  going  out 
after  business  to  study  law,”  was 
his  quick  come-back,  “though  it 
does  seem  that  a  fellow  in  business 
must  almost  be  a  lawyer  to  keep

up  with  what  is  going  on  about  us 
nowadays.” 

“What  about  the  Robinson-Pat- 
man  Act?” 

“That’s  out,  so  far  as  we  are 
concerned,  because  we  don’t  do  any 
business  outside  of  our  state.  And 
the  same  thing  is  true  of  a  lot  of 
other  laws  which  Congress  has 
passed  for  the  control  of  business. 
We  don’t  have  to  worry  about 
them,  for  the  Supreme  Court  set¬ 
tled  that  point  when  it  knocked 
out  the  N.R.A.” 

There  was  a  moment  of  silence, 
then  the  printer  added:  “Answer¬ 
ing  your  question  about  how  much 
law  a  printer  ought  to  know,  he 
ought  to  know  enough  to  keep  out 
of  law  suits,  and  when  to  consult  a 
lawyer.” 

“Did  you  consult  a  lawyer  when 
you  formed  your  partnership  to 
operate  this  business?” 

“We  did.  And  the  three  of  us  did 
it  together.  It  wasn’t  a  case  of 
where  one  or  two  of  us  went  to  the 
lawyer  on  the  sly  and  tried  to  put 
over  something  on  the  other  fel¬ 
lows.  We  were  all  open  and  above¬ 
board  and  decided  to  have  every¬ 
thing  in  writing,  so  that  if  any¬ 
thing  ever  happened  to  any  of  us, 
relatives  would  have  the  partner¬ 
ship  document  to  go  by.” 

“How  about  making  contracts  for 
the  purchase  of  machinery  and 
other  equipment,  and  how  about 
special  agreements?” 

“We  know  that  when  we  buy

A  Simple  Method 

of  PRINTINC  HALFTONES 


(Whether  line,  highlight  or  vignette) 

by  Magnus  A.  Arnold 


The  printing  of  halftone  cuts  is 
generally  considered  a  difficult 
task  calling  for  an  unusually  high 
standard  of  craftsmanship. 

In  reality  it  is  a  very  simple  task 
and  in  all  respects  it  is  much  easier 
of  accomplishment 
than  printing  the  or¬ 
dinary  job  on  cheap 
stock. 

The  reasons  for  the 
above  statement  are 
obvious  when  we  take 
into  consideration  the 
various  elements  in¬ 
volved. 

In  the  printing  of 
halftones  on  highly 
coated  paper  every  ele¬ 
ment  entering  into  the 
job  is  the  best  obtain¬ 
able.  Paper,  cuts,  ink 
and  press  conditions 
are  ^ven  careful  attention. 

In  printing  the  ordinary  job  on 
cheap  stock  every  thing  in  connec¬ 
tion  with  the  job  is  correspond¬ 
ingly  cheap.  Result,  a  mediocre 
piece  of  work. 

Now  for  the  modus  operand!  in 
halftone  printing. 

Let  us  assiune  that  the  shop  do¬ 
ing  this  work  lacks  equipment  for 
pre-makeready;  it  has  no  means  of 
testing  the  cuts  for  standard  height, 
no  means  for  preparing  overlays  in 
advance,  that  is  to  say,  nothing 
that  will  enable  the  shop  to  prepare 
a  chalk  or  biscuit  overlay. 

The  pressman  then  must  start 


from  scratch.  He  puts  his  form  to 
press  with  halftone  cuts  plus  type 
and  his  first  information  regarding 
conditions  of  the  materials  he  has 
to  contend  with  comes  to  him  when 
he  gets  a  press  proof  which  he  him¬ 
self  pulls  after  he  has 
locked  his  form  on  the 
bed  of  the  press. 

The  first  pull  is  a 
distinct  disappoint¬ 
ment.  Some  of  the  cuts 
pull  above  type  high 
(.918")  others  are  low 
over  all,  some  are  very 
uneven.  He  has  no 
means  of  measurement. 
The  result  is  he  must 
take  practically  all  of 
the  cuts  out  and  sand¬ 
paper,  (a  very  crude 
method)  some  of  the 
cuts  to  what  he  judges 
to  be  .918";  others  he  must  build 
up  to  this  point.  Having  done  this 
he  finds  he  still  lacks  impressional 
strength  properly  to  print  cuts  of 
extra  solid  content  to  measure  up 
to  the  impressional  appearance  of 
the  type  (foundry  type)  which  is 
fairly  accurate  .918". 

He  then  underlays  the  heavier 
cuts  until  they  show  the  neces¬ 
sary  impressional  strength. 

Having  produced  this  result  his 
next  move  is  to  pull  a  sheet  of 
running  impression  on  the  stock 
on  which  the  job  is  to  run. 

He  then  marks  out  his  overlay

A  display  was  set  up  in  the  form 
of  a  miniature  outdoor  bulletin 
board  in  the  window,  painted  with 
a  winter  scene,  with  an  electric 
light  in  the  center,  throwing  light 
on  the  board  which  was  three  feet 
by  five  feet. 

The  wording  on  the  sign  read, 
“It  won’t  be  long  now”  with  Father 
Time  looking  up  at  an  hour  glass 
as  the  New  Year  was  coming  in 
and  on  the  other  side  was  an  elec¬ 
tric  clock  —  tolling  off  the  minutes 
and  hours. 

Another  part  of  the  bulletin 
board  contained  the  name  of  the

will  take  this  kindly  message  in  the 
warm  hearted  manner  that  we  are 
wishing  it.” 

“This  window  attracted  a  power¬

GOOD  TYPOGRAPHY 

is  a  Selling  Foice 


Many  people  turn  first  to  the 
advertisements  in  a  maga¬ 
zine;  the  average  reader  is  inter¬ 
ested  in  the  attractive  displays, 
colorful  illustrations  and  helpful 
ideas. 

It  would  seem  that  buyers  and 
users  of  printing  are  sufficiently 
familiar  with  the  potency  of  good 
tsrpography  to  make  use  of  it  to 
their  advantage.  But  many  of  the 
current  specimens  of  advertising 
do  not  substantiate  this  assump¬ 
tion. 

Typography  is  the  printer’s  pre¬ 
rogative  and  it’s  up  to  him  to  make 
the  most  of  it.  If  a  customer  has  a 
peculiar  idea  (and  many  have)  for 
a  piece  of  printing  which  is  a  ty¬ 
pographical  flop,  why  not  point  out 
its  weaknesses  to  him  and  suggest 
improvements?  If  you  humor  him 
for  the  sake  of  getting  his  business, 
some  one  else  may  eventually  make 
some  disparaging  remark  that 
shows  up  the  job  in  its  true  light. 
Even  though  it’s  his  idea,  the  cus¬ 
tomer  is  likely  to  blame  the  printer 
if  it  doesn’t  stand  up. 

The  progressive  printer  doesn’t 
let  his  responsibility  for  a  job  end 
with  the  customer’s  “ok.”  The  job 
may  look  all  right  to  a  casual  ob¬ 
server,  but  there  are  many  small 
details  which  require  the  applica¬ 
tion  of  an  experienced  typographer 
for  verification  and  rectification. 
The  printer  should  handle  every 
job  as  if  he  were  entering  it  in  a 
competitive  exhibition;  in  a  sense, 
that’s  what  every  printing  job 
amounts  to. 

A  conglomeration  of  rules,  dots, 
useless  ornaments,  and  unrelated 
t3T)e  faces  may  look  quite  “mod¬ 
ernistic”  at  the  moment  of  incep-

tion,  but  such  a  printing  concoc¬ 
tion  is  apt  to  appear  as  an  eyesore 
after  a  second  look.  We  say:  “A 
thing  of  beauty  is  a  joy  forever.” 

Good  t5rpography  adheres  to  cer-  i 
tain  principles  of  simplicity  and 
symmetry  that  constitute  lasting 
beauty. 

First  of  all,  there  must  be  legi¬ 
bility;  there  must  be  attractive 
display  and  judiciously  spaced 
masses  in  harmonizing  type  forma¬ 
tions.  Types  that  have  no  definite  ' 
relationship  in  appearance  or  his¬ 
torical  association  should  not  be 
used  together. 

Many  buyers  of  printing  still  in¬ 
sist  on  certain  type  faces  to  express 
some  characteristic  property  of  a 
product,  such  as  strength,  delicacy, 
and  so  on.  Printers  should  empha¬ 
size  to  such  customers  that  the  | 
greater  importance  in  the  choice 
of  a  type  face  depends  on  the  kind 
of  illustration  to  be  used  and  the 
character  of  the  paper  on  which 
the  printing  is  to  be  done.  Con¬ 
sidering  the  fact  that  only  a  frac¬ 
tion  of  the  many  type  faces  avail¬ 
able  are  used  to  do  most  of  the 
printing  in  America,  it  is  evident 
that  the  most  desirable  qualities  of 
type  are  legibility  and  beauty  in 
mass.  Such  a  type,  skilfully  used, 
can  be  made  to  express  most  any¬ 
thing. 

It’s  the  typographer’s  job  to  steer 
away  from  the  fallacy  of  over¬ 
emphasis:  too  big  and  too  black 
type,  and  capitalization  in  mass. 

The  idea  of  using  capital  letters  in 
mass  was  discarded  more  than  a 
thousand  years  ago  when  the 
Carolingians  developed  the  minus¬ 
cules  or  lower  case  letters.  A

The  following  are  excerpts  from  a  few  addresses  delivered  at  the  recent 
convention  of  the  United  Typothetae  of  America.  Lack  of  space  keen 


us  from  publishing  the  talks  in 
excerpts  from  other  talks. 

The  following  is  from  “The 
Printer’s  Opportunity,”  delivered 
by  Earl  R.  Britt,  President  of  the 
U.TJ^. 

“What  is  meant  by  stabilization? 
Do  we  need  stabilization?  Can  it  be 
accomplished?  If  so,  by  what  meth¬ 
ods?  Can  it  be  put  into  effect  na¬ 
tionally,  and  if  so  by  what  means? 

“Market  stabilization  is  the  creat¬ 
ing  of  constant  market,  in  which  dis¬ 
turbing  impulses  are  minimized,  and 
increasingly  decreased.  In  other 
words,  the  creating  of  a  market  for 
printing  products  that  is  not  subject 
to  the  wide  price  variation,  or  sud¬ 
den  or  violent  reaction.  As  printers, 
there  is  not  so  much  difference  in 
what  we  think,  as  there  is  in  what 
we  are  willing  to  do  about  it. 

“Recognizing  all  adverse  factors, 
including  the  economic  law  of  supply 
and  demand,  we  must  also  recognize 
that  no  one  but  we  printers  can  cor¬ 
rect  our  present  uneconomic  condi¬ 
tion. 

“For  years  we  have  been  deploring 
conditions.  We  have  been  pricing  our 
goods  with  little  attention  to  known 
cost  of  production.  We  have  per¬ 
mitted  equipment  and  working  con¬ 
ditions  to  become  obsolete,  with  no 
check  and  balance  on  either  produc¬ 
tion  or  cost. 

“Under  the  present  stabilization 
movement  we  are  confronted  with 
the-  task  of  finding  our  errors,  identi¬ 
fying  them,  analyzing  the  underly¬ 
ing  causes,  and  applying  a  cure  that 
will  bring'  about  betterment  to  all. 

“Let  us  examine  ourselves,  our 
own  mental  attitude,  our  house  poli¬ 
cies,  our  competition  and  our  cus¬ 
tomers.  They  are  all  contributing 
factors  that  are,  or  should  be,  under 
our  own  control. 

“Of  these  factors,  let  us  begin  with 
the  customer,  representing  the  factor 
X,  the  unknown  quantity.  He  is  not 
responsible  for  present  chaotic  con¬ 
ditions.  He  is  in  the  role  of  ‘inno¬ 
cent  bystander,*  and  is  being  hurt 
as  often  as  he  is  being  helped,  be¬ 
cause  in  so  many  instances  he  is  buy¬ 
ing  under  false  pretenses,  and  is 
given  promises  that  are  not  fulfilled.

“He  does  not  know  what  a  job  of 
printing  should  cost.  He  only  knows 
what  the  printer  tells  him.  If  one 
rinter  tells  him  a  job  will  cost 
76.00,  that  is  the  price.  If  another 
printer  in  whom  he  has  equal  confl* 
dence  comes  along  and  tells  him  the 
same  job  will  cost  $50.00,  that  also 
is  the  price.  Which  price  should  he 
acc^t? 

“The  market  price  for  that  job  be¬ 
comes  $50.00.  Somewhere  between 
those  two  figures  is  represented  the 
ioss  in  dollars  and  cents  of  volume 
to  the  industry,  and  in  profit  and  loss 
to  the  individual  printers  concerned. 
The  customer  expects  to  pay  a  fair, 
reasonable  price,  including  a  profit, 
because  he  adds  a  profit  in  his  own 
business.  With  a  wide  variance  in 
quotations,  how  is  he  to  know  what 
is  that  fair,  reasonable  price? 

“Market  stabilization  must  not  be 
confused  with  price  fixing,  based  on 
an  enforced  identical  price  structure, 
but  rather  an  intelligent  quoting  of 
prices,  with  reasonable  variance  of 
not  more  than  5  per  cent. 

“Stabilization  along  this  line  will 
have  the  salutary  effect  of  creating 
customer  confidence  that  printing 
prices  are  based  on  known  and  recog¬ 
nized  factors,  and  for  that  reason  are 
justified. 

“Excluding  printing  houses  that 
are  producing  specialty  products 
which  gives  them  continuous  pro¬ 
duction,  our  industry  has  reasonable 
stabilization  of  production  methods 
and  production  costs,  with  minor 
variance  as  a  result  of  wage  condi¬ 
tions  and  shop  practices,  that  do  not 
materially  change  the  picture.  , 

“It  is  all  right  for  us  to  know  the 
mechanics  of  the  printing  business, 
and  even  to  be  able  to  measure  their 
operation  with  some  degree  of  accu¬ 
racy,  but  how  much  more  important 
is  it  to  know  how  to  translate  those 
mechanics,  and  humanize  them  into 
the  language  of  the  customer  and 
buyer,  and  to  our  mutual  profit? 

“The  prime  value  of  the  business 
organization  is  in  its  ability  to  es¬ 
tablish  ethics  and  standards  in  the 
industry  to  which  it  belongs.  Another 
value  is  in  the  opportunity  afforded

of  continually  testing  the  market  as 
a  group  and  taking  advantage  of  im¬ 
proved  conditions  to  correct  abuses 
and  adjust  values.” 

Harry  L.  Gage,  Mergenthaler 
Linotjrpe  Co.,  in  his  talk  “Type  De¬ 
sign  for  Display  Requirements,” 
said  the  following: 

“We  have  come  through  a  period 
of  type  insanity  which  has  been  a 
source  of  considerable  pain  to  those 
of  us  whose  intimate  knowledge  of 
type  stands  back  to  the  day  when  it 
was  believed  honestly  that  a  print¬ 
ing  business  could  be  capably  oper¬ 
ated  with  one  or  two  or  at  the  out¬ 
side,  three  type  series. 

“We  came  down  to  the  influence  of 
war  times,  and  war  psychologry,  and 
the  influx  of  modernism  which  has 
been  variously  related  to  the  war,  it 
is  the  ‘heir  part  of  it,  anyway,  and 
that  brought  into  our  various  lines 
of  printing  activities  an  outburst  of 
such  weird  and  fantastic  conceptions 
of  typography  as  we  have  barely  be¬ 
gun  to  recover  from.  It  outraged  the 
spirit  of  the  old-timers.  It  was  a 
terrible  thorn  in  the  flesh  of  such 
men  as  Hal  Marchbanks.  You  will 
recall  that  Hal  Marchbanks  made  his 
name  in  New  York  as  a  Caslon 
printer,  and  for  many  years  he  was 
content  to  express  himself  entirely 
in  Caslon  types.  However,  he  was  too 
good  a  merchant  to  resist  the  change 
in  fashion  trends  and  typography, 
and  he  hied  himself  over  to  Jersey 
City,  and  when  he  saw  type  going 
black  he  said,  ‘Let  us  And  the  black¬ 
est  thing  in  the  matrix  box,'  and  then 
came  the  type  known  as  ‘black  as 
Hal  Marchbanks*  and  he  showed  us 
how  it  should  be  used.  We  had  other 
modiflcations  by  the  old-timers, 
which  kept  pace  with  present-day 
trends. 

“Today,  if  you  please,  the  pendu¬ 
lum  has  begun  to  swing  the  other 
way.  We  are  using  types  more  con¬ 
servatively.  We  are  discovering  that 
investments  in  type  in  these  modern 
days,  take  on  something  of  the  char¬ 
acter  of  the  investment  of  a  mer¬ 
chant  in  fashion  merchandise  which, 
as  some  of  you  know,  is  highly 
hazardous  and  must  be  predicated  on 
a  pretty  good  knowledge  of  fashion 
trends.  If  one  is  to  be  wooed  into 
investing  in  type  novelties  that  are 
offered  these  days,  he  must  have 
some  sense  of  the  trend. 

“What  shapes  the  trend  in  t3T?e? 
That,  of  course,  is  very  difficult  to 
say,  and  those  of  us  who  have  to  do 
with  the  cutting  of  faces  and  the 


production  of  them,  particularly  for 
the  machines,  know  that  means  a 
considerable  investment.  We,  of 
course,  would  like  to  know  what  is 
a  sure  formula  for  type  popularity. 

It  would  take  a  good  deal  of  risk 
out  of  the  business  if  we  knew. 

‘‘We  do  believe  the  spread  of  in¬ 
terest  in  different  type  faces  comes 
through  mercantile  houses.  We  know 
the  importers  who  bring  novelty 
type  faces  into  New  York  give  them 
immediate  publicity,  and  those  ad-  ; 
vertising  managers  who  think  that 
merit  comes  only  with  novelty,  pro¬ 
ceed  to  demand  these  imported  novel¬ 
ties.  They  get  into  display  ads  in  the 
New  York  papers,  and  the  New  York 
Times,  with  its  90,000  or  100,000  out-  i 
of-town  circulation,  we  know,  goes 
largely  to  mercantile  institutions  in 
the  United  States.  It  is  the  way  the 
local  retailer  watches  the  progress  of 
fashion  and  merchandising  in  the 
New  York  stores.  In  addition  to 
buying  Women’s  Wear  or  some  other 
trade  paper,  he  usually  gets  the  New 
York  'Times  or  some  other  New  York 
paper.  Therefore,  he  sees  these  nov¬ 
elty  types  a  week  after  they  have 
been  cleared  through  the  customa 
If  he  is  type-minded,  and  feels  that 
novelty  is  Important,  he  says  to  the 
local  printer,  whether  he  is  in  Texas, 
Oregon  or  Maine,  ‘Here  is  some  new 
stuff.  We  want  to  pep  up  our  adver¬ 
tising.  Get  some  of  that  type  for  ua' 

“If  he  is  a  particularly  good  cus¬ 
tomer.  Mr.  Printer  has  to  get  that 
type.  If  he  is  an  ad-setter,  he  is 
under  similar  compulsion.  So,  the 
novelty  type  spreads  farther  than 
the  merchandising  channels.  The  first 
thing  you  know,  you  are  using  it  to 
set  milk  tickets,  salesbooks  and  so 
forth,  and  then  it  is  out  and  gone. 

“When  you  think  of  the  types  you 
bought  five  years  ago,  or  ten  years 
ago,  you  will  realize  how  little  work 
you  have  done  with  them  in  the  last  * 
few  years.  You  will  realize  what  this 
fashion  trend  means  in  type.  When 
most  of  us  fellows  stood  up  to  the 
case  on  a  soapbox  to  learn  about 
type,  a  few  good  series  could  work 
on  and  on  and  when  they  were  worn 
down,  we  would  restore  them  and 
buy  a  new  fount  A  few  good  print¬ 
ers  established  American  styles  in 
typography  which  today  are  the  ad¬ 
miration  of  printers  of  Europe  and 
England.  They  look  to  us  for  styles 
in  typogrraphy,  particularly  in  the 
display  fields. 

‘*We  in  turn,  through  this  process 
that  I  have  named,  seem  to  get  our

I  HAVE  a  bone  to  pick  with  you, 
my  printer-friends!  Just  as 
soon  as  you  hear  the  silky  rustle 
of  Madame  Prosperity’s  satin  skirts 
swishing  around  the  comer  you  re¬ 
lax.  It  is  perfectly  natural  to  feel 
easier  about  the  future,  happier 
about  the  present,  and  more  opti¬ 
mistic  about  things  in  general  .  .  . 
but  must  you-all  make  the  same 
errors  of  eight  years  ago?  Just  be¬ 
cause  your  business  happens  to  be 
picking  up,  and  your  plant  is  run¬ 
ning  pretty  close  to  capacity  you 
immediately  forget  the  lean  years 
and  stop  thinking  about  your  own 
advertising — ^it  doesn’t  make  sense. 
Remember,  boys,  the  bankruptcy 
courts  are  just  as  active  during  the 
lush  years  as  they  have  been  since 
1929;  easy  money  brings  a  lot  of 
new  people  into  any  business,  and 
printing  is  no  exception.  ’There  is, 
of  course,  a  lot  of  additional  work 
to  be  done,  but  someone  is  bound 
to  be  pushed  out  of  the  picture — 
don’t  let  it  be  you!  If  you  find 
yourself  too  busy  to  prepare  the 
kind  of  material  that  will  build 
goodwill  for  you,  for  heaven’s  sake, 
pay  someone  to  do  it — and  don’t 
sacrifice  the  years  of  good  work! 

PORT  JEFFERSON,  N.  Y.:  Long 
Island  Press.  Here  is  another  good 
example  of  one  of  the  little  things 
I  like  to  see  printers  do;  a  simple 
little  directional  map  on  a  blotter 


pointing  out  the  new  location  of 
the  plant. 

FORT  COLLINS,  COLO.:  B.  & 
M.  Printing  Co.  This  enterpriiig 
organization  puts  out  a  monthly 
reminder  pad  regularly,  and  I  like 
the  imaginative  way  in  which  it  is 
handled.  Instead  of  being  content 
with  just  a  good  day-by-day  memo 
book,  they  go  creative  and  turn  out 
a  really  worth  while  job.  For  Sep¬ 
tember,  for  instance,  they  drama¬ 
tize  the  pickle  industry,  which  is 
apparently  an  important  part  of 
Port  Collins’  life.  Each  page  of  the 
September  calendar,  in  addition  to 
plenty  of  space  for  memos,  gives  a 
few  facts  and  figures  concemihg 
pickle  production.  On  the  book’s 
cover  is  pasted  a  label  of  one  of 
the  town’s  large  producers;  this,  in¬ 
cidentally,  is  a  fine  way  of  currjdng 
good  will  with  your  more  important 
customers.

Q  Rebuilt  model  5  Linotype.  For  several  months  lower 
.  case  "f”  ivill  occasionally  fail  to  drop.  No  certain 
mat  in  the  channel.  Reed  action  full  and  snappy.  Verge 
spring  same  tension  as  rest.  No  discoverable  dirt.  Squared 
up  face  of  verges,  but  about  one  time  in  fifty  the  mat 
seems  to  jump  over  to  right  side  of  channel,  and  stick, 
without  starting  to  pass  verge.  I  reach  up  and  brush 
finger  across  mats,  to  the  left,  and  doum  it  drops.  Sus- 
pected  worn  or  burred  channel,  so  polished,  and  swaged 
out  lower  back  ear  of  every  mat  in  channel,  with  no  effect. 

Machine  has  run  twenty  years,  about  two  or  three  days 
weekly,  since  rebuilding.  Performance  otherwise  nearly 
perfect.  Formerly  machinist  of  small  daily — Pm  stuck.

A  Your  lower  case  “i”  escapement  interference  is  un- 
/\.  doubtedly  the  result  of  progressive  wear  upon  the 
escapement  point,  the  matrix  ear  and  the  magazine  chan* 
nel  side  walls,  at  the  point  of  contact  or  shock  produced 
by  the  matrix  dropping  downward  in  its  channel.  The 
escapement  point  is  originally  square  cornered  and  flush 
dimension  with  little  side  play  in  operating  position.  In 
many  cases  the  dropping  mat  wears  or  dents  the  escape¬ 
ment  point  at  the  center,  in  time  expanding  it  into  a 
hang-over  bruise  or  “tit”  on  each  side  of  the  escapement 
point  which  eventually  touches  the  side  wall  of  its  chan¬ 
nel,  preventing  the  escapement  stroke  or  return  occasion¬ 
ally,  gradually  becoming  worse  until  the  escapement  is 
removed  and  the  expansions  eliminated  or  a  new  escape¬ 
ment  pawl  inserted. 

In  the  present  case,  it  appears  the  escapement  point 
has  contacted  and  worn  away  on  one  side,  permitting  the 
matrix  ear  to  bind  alongside  the  escapement  point  in¬ 
stead  of  riding  above  it,  this  side  bind  in  time  also  pro¬ 
ducing  a  degree  of  wear  upon  the  channel  side  wall  at 
that  point,  until  the  matrix  ear  bind  locks  or  prevents 
escapement  action.  The  operator  then  may  use  a  matrix 
ear  file,  thus  reducing  the  thickness  of  the  ears  and  actu-

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Comment  on  New  Type 

Being  in  charge  of  a  composing  room  which  specializet 
in  advertising  typography,  I  would  like  to  pass  on 
a  thought  to  others  who  may  be  similarly  situated— 
nothing  new,  but  an  idea  which  may  have  been  over¬ 
looked  in  the  hurry  and  bustle  of  this  break-neck  age: 
We  have  to  buy  a  great  many  fonts  of  type  for  special 
advertising  use.  In  many  cases,  only  a  few  words  are 
set,  then  the  font  may  never  be  used  again,  or  not  for 
a  great  while.  At  first,  we  used  to  lay  all  type  purchased 
in  cases;  now  we  simply  unwrap  it  and  place  on  a  galley, 
run  leads  between  the  lines  so  that  type  will  not  be 
unnecessarily  *‘pied,”  set  out  the  few  words  required,  re¬ 
tie  and  file  on  a  series  of  galleys  provided  for  the  purpose. 
We  make  it  a  point  to  catalog  such  type,  giving  its  name, 
size  and  location  for  ready  reference.  We  find  that  in 
this  way  we  save  a  great  deal  of  case  space.  In  other 
words,  unless  we  are  sure  that  there  will  be  frequent  use 
for  the  type,  we  consider  its  purchase  as  we  would  a  line 
of  lettering  from  an  artist  —  not  as  a  permanent  invest¬ 
ment  —  usually  charging  the  cost  of  the  font  to  the  work 
it  is  used  on. — ** Foreman,’*  Milwaukee,  Wis. 


Thank  you,  “Foreman,”  for  sharing  your  knowledge  or 
experience.  We  are  inclined  to  think  that  too  many  print¬ 
ers  have  grown  into  the  belief  that  there  is  something 
sacred  about  type,  rather  than  that  it  is  something  to  be 
used  to  the  best  advantage,  then  discarded  or  replaced. 
Of  course  there  was  reason  for  this  high  regard  when  a 
majority  of  us  were  living  at  considerable  distance  from 
sources  of  supply,  but  at  the  present  time,  with  improved 
transportation,  and  with  adequate  type  stocks  withhi  easy 
reach,  it  is  time  to  regard  type  as  a  commodity.  We  are 
convinced  that  a  great  deal  of  the  type  which  is  dis¬ 
tributed  back  into  cases  would  better  be  thrown  into  the 
“hell-box” — ^particularly  if  it  shows  signs  of  wear.  As 
has  been  mentioned  in  this  department  before,  too  few 
printers  have  exceptionally  keen  eyes  —  or  they  fail  to 
use  them  at  the  right  time  —  with  the  result  that  a  great

QH.  K.,  Chicago,  is  interested  in  the  historical  origin 
.  of  the  terms  photography  and  halftone. 

A  The  word  “photography”  as  applied  to  the  production 
of  chemical  images  by  the  agency  of  light  was  ap¬ 
parently  first  used  on  March  14,  1839  by  Sir  John  P.  W. 
Herschel,  in  an  address  before  the  Royal  Society  of  Lon¬ 
don.  A  kindred  term,  “heliography,”  was  used  on  May  9, 
1816,  by  Nicephore  Niepce  to  describe  his  own  pioneer 
method  of  producing  images  on  metal  plates  sensitized 
with  bitumen  of  Judea. 

The  term  “halftone”  seems  first  to  have  been  used  in 
relation  to  printing  by  August  Hentschel,  appearing  in 
a  patent  dated  1870.  It  was  used  in  1877  by  Karl  Klic 
(Klietsch)  in  Photographisehe  Korrespondenz  as  “halb- 
ton.”  P.  E.  Ives  claims  to  have  been  the  first  to  use  the 
term  (1881)  to  designate  the  character  of  a  typographic 
plate  in  which  the  smooth  shading  of  a  photograph  is 
translated  into  a  pattern  of  definite  lines  and  dots  suit¬ 
ably  graduated  in  size. 

Synonymous  terms  for  “halftone”  in  Continental  lan¬ 
guages  are:  Autotypie,  Halbton  (German);  Similigra- 
vure.  Photogravure  h  demiteintes  (French) ;  Mezzatinta 
(Italian).  The  term  for  a  halftone  screen  in  the  lan¬ 
guages  is:  Raster  (German);  Trame  (French);  Reticola 
(Italian) . 

Collotype 

QW.  T.,  Huntington  Station,  asks  whether  collotype 
.  images  can  he  produced  on  a  side  lever  press? 

A  For  best  results,  special  presses  are  advised  for  collo- 
/\.  type  printing,  though  rebuilt  litho  presses  have  also 
been  used  to  good  effect  —  one  suggestion  goes  so  far  as 
to  mention  the  possible  employment  of  a  laundry  wringer 
for  the  purpose  of  applsdng  the  pressure  necessary  in 
printing  from  the  gelatin  surface  of  a  collotsrpe  plate! 

The  last  named  idea  is,  of  course,  nothing  more 
than  a  very  elementary  form  of  the  press  used  in

Curling  of  Small  Sheets 

Q  After  cutting  some  super  hook  paper  into  size  8%ill 
•  we  found  a  considerable  tendency  for  the  smaller  size 
sheet  to  curl  up,  making  it  very  difficult  to  feed  through 
the  press.  Before  the  paper  was  cut  it  lay  very  flat  and  we 
have  been  unable  to  get  a  satisfactory  answer  as  to  why 
the  small  sheets  should  have  curled  so  badly.  Can  you  give 
us  any  suggestions? — Chicago. 

A  It  is  of  course  difficult  without  knowing  what  your 
plant  conditions  were  as  to  relative  humidity,  mois¬ 
ture  content  of  the  paper,  and  all  that  sort  of  thing  to  put 
one’s  finger  on  the  right  answer  to  this  trouble.  However, 
there  is  one  suggestion  that  is  always  safe  imder  such  con¬ 
ditions  because  it  relates  to  a  detail  that  in  the  writer’s 
opinion  may  cause  the  largest  percentage  of  curling  trouble 
when  paper  is  cut  from  a  large  to  a  small  size  sheet  in  the 
printer’s  plant.  This  one  reason  has  to  do  with  the  condi¬ 
tion  of  cutting,  particularly  the  sharpness  of  your  cutter 
knife  and  to  the  question  as  to  whether  or  not  the  paper 
was  back  trimmed  when  cut  into  small  sizes. 

You  would  normally  take  the  large  sheet  and  cut  into 
8%  or  11  inch  strips  and  then  recut  it  into  the  finished 
size  of  8^x11.  If  you  have  a  dull  cutter  knife  it  will  so 
burr  the  edges  of  the  paper  as  to  make  as  much  larger  area 
of  paper  at  the  edges  than  a  clean  cut  would  make.  This 
rough  edge  allows  moisture  to  get  into  the  edge  of  the  sheet 
just  a  little  ways,  much  quicker  than  it  could  get  into  a 
pile  of  paper  that  was  cut  very  sharp  and  clean.  Adverse 
increase  of  moisture  content  in  the  air  following  the  cut¬ 
ting,  or  moisture  content  in  the  air  much  greater  than 
that  in  the  paper  when  delivered  could  swell  these  edges 
and  throw  the  paper  into  a  curl,  especially  if  you  piled  it  in 
high  piles  after  cutting.  The  weight  of  the  paper  in  the 
pile  would  keep  the  air  in  the  press  room  from  getting  into 
the  sheet  very  far.  The  swelled  edges  would  be  thicker 
than  they  were  before’  and  the  paper  has  to  go  into  a  curl 
or  wave. 

One  way  in  which  uneven  absorption  of  moisture,  caus¬ 
ing  the  curl  to  be  more  in  one  direction,  could  occur

ready.  For  your  informdtion  this  sheet  shows  the  condi- 
tUm  of  the  electros  after  44,000  impressions,  and  we  have 
replaced  the  electros  with  nickeltypes,  which  we  are  sure 
will  stand  the  balance  of  the  run. 

We  have  checked  with  another  customer  for  whom  we 
made  some  curved  electros  at  the  same  time  these  were 
in  the  tank,  and  find  they  have  some  400,000  impressions 
without  any  sign  of  wear. 

The  electros  show  an  abrasive  action  the  dots  being 
larger  in  worn  spots,  the  large  line  of  type  is  also  rounded 
across  the  top. — St.  Paul,  Minnesota.

Wrinkles  in  Folding 

Q  Having  read  some  of  your  articles  on  the  solution  of 
.  difficulties  in  different  binderies,  we  thought  you 
might  be  able  to  straighten  out  a  very  bad  problem  which 
is  confronting  us. 

Attached  herewith  are  some  samples  of  jobs  where  the 
defect  is  cropping  up.  It  has  a  habit  of  appearing  just 
when  least  expected,  and  then,  only  on  occasional  sheets 
and  not  on  the  whole  run. 

In  looking  over  these  samples,  you  will  notice  that  a 
wrinkle  has  worked  into  the  sheet  and  we  have  tried  every- 
thing  we  know  but  cannot  overcome  it.  These  sheets  were 
all  folded  on  a  Cleveland  Model  B  Folder.  Sample  1— 
folded  in  12  page  form;  Samples  2,  3,  4,  5 — in  16  page 
forms. 

We  will  greatly  appreciate  your  comments  on  this  ques¬ 
tion  and  await  with  interest  your  reply. — T.  T.  D.,  Al¬ 
toona,  Pennsylvania. 

A  It  is  difficult  to  comment  intelligently  upon  the  diffl- 
/\ .  culty  you  are  having  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  spec¬ 
imens  you  submit  have  been  bound  and  trimmed.  Quite 
frequently  imperfections  in  the  finished  product  are  in¬ 
duced  by  trimming  and  not  by  folding.  Again,  a  tendency 
toward  imperfection  in  the  folding  is  often  fixed  or  in¬ 
creased  by  the  trimming.  As  to  the  defects  in  the  samples 
you  have  sent,  they  divide  into  two  classes,  the  first  (sam¬ 
ple  1)  due  to  style  of  fold,  the  second  (samples  2  to  5  in¬ 
clusive)  due  to  improper  folding  by  the  machine. 

Sample  1  —  it  appears'  that  this  was  folded  two  parallels 
over  and  over  followed  by  a  right  angle  fold.  Almost  in¬ 
variably  such  a  fold  causes  a  wrinkle  to  run  down  through 
the  pages  parallel  with  the  right  angle  fold.  I  believe  that 
if  you  will  change  your  folding  to  two  parallels  accordion 
followed  by  a  right  angle  fold  that  you  will  have  no  fur¬ 
ther  difficulty  with  sample  1. 

Specimens  2  to  5  inclusive  indicate  difficulty  in  the  cross 
carrier.  As  the  cross  carrier  of  the  Model  B  Cleveland  is 
vertical,  the  sheets  upon  striking  the  gage  tend  to  crumple

from  the  back  of  the  sheet  con¬ 
sidering  the  type  only,  as  the 
t3T)e  is  the  criterion  of  impression 
over  all.  In  this  he  endeavors  to 
secure  a  fairly  uniform  impres¬ 
sion  over  all  the  type. 

Cuts  must  be  marked  out  from 
the  face  —  a  sheet  of  carbon  pa¬ 
per  being  placed  under  the  sheet 
to  impress  the  marks  on  the  over¬ 
lay  sheet. 

Color  adjustment  should  be 
slightly  under  running  color  in 
order  to  show  up  defects  in  cute. 
Too  much  color  will  cover  defects 
which  will  become  manifest  as 
the  run  progresses.  Too  little  will 
induce  overmarking.  Hence  a  uni¬ 
form  color  covering  just  a  little 
under  running  color. 

In  marking  cuts  from  the  face 
it  is  not  necessary  to  pay  any  at¬ 
tention  to  minor  details  in  the  cut 
as  it  must  be  borne  in  mind  that 
there  is  a  certain  amount  of  con¬ 
trast  in  the  cut  itself.  The 
amount  of  pressure  on  solids  and 
middle  tones  must  depend  on  the 
fineness  of  the  screen  and  on  the 
nature  of  the  stock  to  be  printed. 

A  well  etched  halftone  will  give 
a  variation  from  .001  to  .003  in 
depth  between  extreme  high¬ 
lights  and  middle  tones.  The  nearer 
we  approach  a  solid  the  closer  the 
dots  approach  each  other. 

A  depthometer  placed  at  any 
point  on  the  halftone  will  give 
you  an  exact  reading  of  the  con¬ 
dition  of  your  cut. 

Now  —  you  must  print  this  cut 
and  you  have  no  preliminary 
makeready  of  any  kind — your 
first  move  is  to  carbon  the  cut 
from  the  face  —  after  you  have 
leveled  it  from  underneath  to  se¬ 
cure  approximate  printing  pres¬ 
sure.  You  must  now  carbon  —

Your  pressure  overall  has  been 
built  up  to  give  sufiftcient  pressure 
to  print  the  solids  fairly  well.  You 
now  carbon  the  solids  and  middle 
tones  to  enable  you  to  get  a  firm 
print  on  this  part  of  your  subject. 
However,  this  overall  pressure  is 
found  to  be  too  extreme  for  the 
highlights.  In  order  to  overcome 
this  difldculty  you  place  two  folios 
which  measure  .004  over  the  en¬ 
tire  cut. 

After  all  spot  up  has  been  done 
on  your  overlay  you  cut  out  the 
highlights  which  lets  them  run 
at  a  pressure  balance  of  .004  to 
.008  under  your  type  and  solids 
depending  on  how  heavy  you  have 
spotted  up  the  solids. 

The  net  result  will  be  pressure 
sufficient  to  print  your  heaviest 
solids  and  relief  on  the  highlights 
which  will  enable  you  to  run  any 
number  of  impressions  without 
darkening  the  highlights.

would  be  the  lack  of  back  trim¬ 
ming  when  the  paper  is  cut  to  the 
small  size.  By  back  trimming,  we 
mean  the  retrimming  of  that  edge 
of  the  paper  that  comes  away  in 
front  of  the  knife  as  it  is  cut. 
Paper  that  comes  away  in  front  of 
the  knife  is  always  much  rougher 
and  more  ragged  on  the  edge  than 
that  behind  the  knife  and  should 
be  turned  around  and  retrimmed 
in  order  to  get  uniform  cleanliness 
and  sharpness  in  cutting. 

If  the  paper  has  an  inherent 
tendency  to  curl  it  should  show 
in  the  large  sheet  as  well  as  the 
small  sheet.  Of  course,  there  isn’t 
as  much  paper  to  hold  it  flat  in 
the  small  sheet  and  the  curl  might

develop  quicker.  The  tendency  to 
curl  in  the  sheet  can  be  deter¬ 
mined  by  the  mill  with  accurate 
tests  in  the  laboratory  where  condi¬ 
tions  may  be  recorded  and  changed 
to  determine  what  amount  of  curl 
the  paper  would  have  under  various 
moisture  conditions. 

Perhaps  the  best  suggestion  we 
can  make  for  work  of  this  kind 
would  be  to  have  the  man  who  is 
doing  the  cutting  always  wind 
every  lift  of  8%  x  11  very  thor¬ 
oughly  as  he  takes  it  off  the  cut¬ 
ter.  If  he  winds  it  as  thoroughly 
as  he  does  ordinarily  when  trim¬ 
ming  printed  press  sheets  the  air 
will  circulate  between  the  sheets 
and  the  paper  will  have  a  tendency 
to  absorb  moisture  or  give  it  off 
to  the  air  more  imiformly  through¬ 
out.  Then  a  precaution  should 
made  not  to  pile  the  paper  in  too 
high  a  pile  to  avoid  having  the 
pressure  of  paper  weight  squeeze 
the  air  out  from  in  between  the 
sheets.

valuable  it  was  to  me  to  have  taken 
a  course  of  study  in  commercial 
law  in  connection  with  the  study 
of  accounting  back  in  my  younger 
days  when  I  attended  a  business 
college  at  night.  Then,  too,  the 
several  law  suits  I  was  forced  into, 
and  the  three  times  I  served  on 
a  jury  helped  to  give  me  a  better 
legal  view  of  business  transactions. 

One  case  that  I  observed  car¬ 
ried  two  definite  lessons.  A  supply 
concern  sued  a  publishing  com¬ 
pany  for  an  accoimt  of  a  printing 
broker  because  the  broker  involved, 
was  employed  part-time  by  the 
publisher  and  had  told  the  supply 
house  that  the  publisher  had  guar¬ 
anteed  his  account.  However,  the 
supply  house  failed  to  get  the 
guarantee  in  writing.  The  broker 
died,  and  suit  was  filed  by  the 
supply  house  against  the  publisher 
because  he  refused  to  pay  the  dead 
man’s  account.  There  was  plenty 
of  circumstantial  evidence  that  the 
publisher  had  permitted  the  broker 
to  use  the  publisher’s  firm  name 
to  obtain  credit.  However,  the  sup¬ 
ply  concern,  could  not  get  to  first 
base  with  the  case,  and  had  the 
case  non-suited,  because  it  could 
not  prove  in  court  that  at  any  time 
over  a  period  of  years  had  the  ac¬ 
count  been  definitely  closed  and  a 
balance  agreed  upon.  The  account 
showed  hundreds  of  debits  for  pa¬ 
per  purchased  by  the  broker  which 
had  been  sent  to  numerous  print¬ 
ing  plants  that  did  his  work,  and 
the  account  also  showed  plenty  of 
credits  which  represented  cash 
payments  from  time  to  time  “on 
account.’’  That  failure  of  the  sup¬ 
ply  concern  to  get  from  the  pub¬ 
lisher  a  guarantee  in  writing  to 
pay  the  account,  plus  the  failure 
of  the  bookkeeper  to  definitely 
close  the  running  account  and 
carry  his  balance  forward,  cost  the

supply  concern  about  $1500.  Such 
an  amount  is  rather  costly  to  pay 
for  a  lesson  in  the  study  of  law 
and  business  practice. 

In  a  suit  against  the  same  pub¬ 
lisher,  a  printing  firm  definitely 
proved  by  the  books  that  the  ac- 
count  had  been  balanced  sixty  days 
before  the  death  of  the  broker 
that  a  statement  and  other  state¬ 
ments  had  been  sent  to  the  pub¬ 
lisher’s  office  in  the  name  of  the 
publishing  firm— which  had  been 
regular  practice — and  that  no  ob¬ 
jection  had  .  been  registered  by  the 
publisher  against  the  use  of  the  ' 
publisher’s  firm  name  on  the  in-  ' 
voices  and  statements.  It  was  a 
closely  contested  case  because  of  i 
the  absence  of  the  publisher’s 
written  guarantee  of  the  account, 
but  the  jury  decided  in  favor  of 
the  printing  concern. 

Without  citing  other  cases,  the 
general  statement  might  be  made 
that  any  printer  who  expects  to 
advance  in  his  industry  should 
know  the  fundamental  principles 
of  law,  and  especially  the  recog¬ 
nized  rules  and  trade  customs 
which  govern  his  industry. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that 
trade  groups  in  the  graphic  arts, 
including  the  various  state  editor¬ 
ial  associations,  now  devote  more 
time  at  their  respective  meetings 
to  the  consideration  of  new  laws 
affecting  the  operations  of  their 
memberships.  Firms  who  belong  to 
such  associations  and  participate 
in  the  meetings,  thus  derive  spe¬ 
cific  benefits  for  the  money  spent 
for  dues  and  the  time  employ^  in 
keeping  informed. 

Another  way  for  “front  office” 
men  in  the  graphic  arts  to  keep  in¬ 
formed  is  to  diligently  read  t:^e 
publications.  For  instance,  in  the 
October  issue  of  The  Graphic  ArU 
Monthly,  an  article  appeared  on

I  don’t  believe  Mr.  Goudy,  I  don’t  ' 
believe  Mr.  Carter  know.  I  don't 
believe  Mr.  Tom  Jbnes  knows,  or  any 
of  the  rest  of  us  that  have  to  do  with 
investment  in  types,  and  it  is  a 
mighty  heavy  investment.  We  would 
all  like  to  know  something  about 
fashion  trends  in  type,  how  to  pre¬ 
dict  them,  and  protect  ourselves 
against  foolish  investments  —  when 
we  resist  on  the  part  of  the  machine 
people,  when  we  resist  the  cutting  of 
a  new  face,  just  because  some  cus¬ 
tomer  says,  T  have  got  to  furnish 
that  face ;  Mr.  Jones  wants  it  on  his 
department  store  advertising  in  one 
form  or  another ;  please  produce  it  on 
the  machine,’  we  say  that  means  five 
thousand  dollar  Investment  in  punches 
at  least.  Why  bring  it  out  when  we 
believe  it  is  going  to  be  a  lemon? 

“Many,  many  a  temporary  antagon¬ 
ism  is  built  on  that  basis,  only  to 
have  a  man  say  to  us  a  few  years 
later,  “I  am  glad  you  didn’t  stick  me 
with  that  face.” 

Harry  A.  Porter,  Harris-Seybold- 
Potter  Co.,  in  his  talk  on  “Offset 
Lithography,”  is  quoted  as  follows: 

“Offset,  which  today  is  populwly 
referred  to  as  the'  Modem  Method  in 
printing  has  reached  Its  ranking  po¬ 
sition,  without  detrimental  effect  to 
the  other  two  printing  methoda  This 
is  true  because  for  each  particular 
job,  some  one  printing  method  is  best 
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There  is  a  real  place  and  use  for  each 
method.  Actually  the  three  are  used 
In  combination,  as  you  know.  How¬ 
ever,  there  has  been,  in  the  past, 
among  those  who  buy  printing,  as 
well  as  among  some  printers,  uncer¬ 
tainty  concerning  offset  printing,  its 
place  and  function  in  the  business 
plan,  although  I  believe  that  this  lack 
of  understanding  is  now  giving  way 
to  full  appreciation  of  the  ascendency 
of  the  offset  process  today. 

"As  I  have  said  before,  all  three 
methods  have  their  own  special  fields 
of  operation  in  which  they  are  most 
thoroughly  applicable,  and  from 
which  they  cannot  be  displaced  by 
any  other  without  sacrificing  some¬ 
thing  in  quality,  timeliness,  cost,  or 
other  vital  elements. 

"In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  com¬ 
pany  which  I  represent  produces  all 
three  types  of  presses — offset,  gra¬ 
vure,  and  letterpress  —  it  will  be 
readily  understood  that  I  could,  at 
best,  be  only  partially  biased  con¬ 
cerning  any  one  of  the  methods.  And 
furthermore,  it  is  at  once  a  candid 
admission  on  our  part  that  each  of 
the  three  has  a  definite  field  of  oper¬ 
ation,  or  we  would  not  be  producing 
all  three. 

"There  are  a  number  of  basic  busi¬ 
ness  elements  that  enter  into  the 
matter  of  offset  printing  and  lithog¬ 
raphy,  and  the  matter  of  producing 
or  not  producing  by  this  method 
should  be  dependent  upon  a  consid¬ 
eration  of  these  governing  elements. 
In  brief  these  are :  1.  The  nature  and 
type  of  work  to  be  presented.  2.  The 
printing  effect  desired — softness  and 
beauty  of  color  illustration  as  con¬ 
trasted  with  the  somewhat  sharper 
detail  and  outline  of  letterpress.  3. 
The  length  of  the  run.  4.  The  nature 
of  the  paper  stock  required.  5.  The 
time  element.  6.  The  cost  of  original 
cuts  and  electrotypes.  7.  The  matter 
of  space  storage  of  plates  and  type. 
8.  Duplication  of  forms.  9.  Reruns 
from  a  previous  Job.  And  countless 
other  considerations  such,  for  exam¬ 
ple,  as  investment  in  type  metal,  ink 
costs,  and  so  on. 

"Years  ago,  when  offset  was  In  its 
Infancy,  the  kind  of  production  to 
which  the  process  was  adaptable  was 
confined  to  rather  narrow  limits,  but 
during  the  Intervening  years.  Im¬ 
provements  In  presses,  development 
of  special  photographic  processes  and 
the  deep  etched  plate,  dot  etching, 
and  Improvements  In  paper  and  inks 
have  broadened  Its  scope  Immeasur¬ 
ably  until  today  the  trade  is  indeed 
offset  conscious."

ally  increasing  thereby  his  side 
bind  interference.  This  side  bind 
always  disposes  the  matrix  to  jump 
sidewise  out  of  its  groove,  especi¬ 
ally  if  the  lower  ear  is  badly  worn 
or  reduced  in  height. 

The  obvious  remedy  is  a  new  es¬ 
capement  pawl,  flush  dimension 
yet  free,  with  a  pawl  thickness  in 
the  channel  which  will  keep  the 
matrix  ear  above  the  pawl. 

In  old  magazines  long  use  may 
dent  the  escapement  pawl  seat  to 
such  an  extent  as  to  permit  the 
escapement  point  to  ride  slightly 
high  in  its  channel,  pressing  the 
matrix  upward  against  the  upper 
magazine  plate,  when  it  should 
normally  be  free  to  drop,  thus  de- 
la3dng  the  matrix  travel  and  caus¬ 
ing  “outs”  on  the  proof.  This  is 
most  noticeable  in  the  lower  case 
section,  the  upper  pawls  being  in¬ 
volved.  A  very  slight  reduction  or 
dressing  of  the  pawl  point  elimi¬ 
nates  the  trouble. 

Wear  is  perpetual  with  use,  and 
new  problems  arise  from  long  use 
on  old  machines  that  are  not  pres¬ 
ent  on  newer  equipment.  The  op¬ 
erator  and  machiiiist  must  be  con¬ 
stantly  alert  to  discover  and  solve 
them. 

It  is  assumed  in  this  analysis 
that  normal  operation  and  adjust¬ 
ment  are  present  as  stated  in  the 
question.  It  is  the  abnormal,  the 
unseen,  the  unknown,  the  unex¬ 
pected  condition  that  develops  so 
gradually,  which  should  be  antici¬ 
pated  and  corrected  before  trouble 
develops.

of  type  is  returned  to  cases 
which  is  worthless  for  use  again, 
particularly  if  it  is  to  be  set  in  the 
same  line  with  newer  type.  In 
some  places  there  is  a  rule  that  the 
foreman,  or  other  designated  per¬ 
son,  inspect  every  job  when  it 
comes  off  the  press.  If  it  shows 
signs  of  hard  use,  a  little  slip  is 
stuck  in  the  job,  indicating  that  it 
is  to  be  scrapped  instead  of  dis¬ 
tributed. 

Metal  on  Slugs 

QWe  frequently  have  trouble 
,  with  forms  after  they  get  on 
the  press,  due  to  bits  of  metal  on 
back  of  slug  composition.  I  am  not 
old  at  this  business,  otherwise  I 
would  not  be  asking  what  you  may 
regard  as  a  simple  question.  Any 
suggestion  you  may  give  which  will 
eliminate  this  trouble  will  be  ap~ 
predated  by  this  apprentice.

A  Yours  is  a  frequent  complaint, 
.  and  one  which  is  quite  easily 
overcome.  It  is  hard  to  keep  from 
having  some  burs  and  bits  of  metal 
adhering  to  slug  composition,  how¬ 
ever,  if  the  man  who  handles  the 
type  matter  before  it  is  made  up 
in  pages  will  exert  a  little  care, 
practically  all  the  trouble  can  be 
overcome.  We  advise  the  makeup 
man  to  use  the  back  of  a  strip  of 
steel  cutting-rule  to  scrape  the 
back  of  the  slugs  before  making 
up  in  pages.  It  will  be  found  that 
with  a  little  practice  one  can  hold 
a  good  sized  “take”  in  the  fingers, 
and  by  turning  the  slugs  over  they 
can  be  very  thoroughly  cleaned  of 
particles  of  metal  which  might 
otherwise  cause  trouble  on  the 
press.  In  many  places,  too,  the 
pressman  makes  it  a  point  to

scrape  the  back  of  his  form  before 
placing  the  job  on  the  press,  after¬ 
wards  wiping  it  off  with  a  cloth. 
Where  slugs  are  to  be  butted,  it  is 
always  a  good  thing  to  make  sure 
that  there  are  no  burs  on  the  ends 
of  the  butting  slugs.  These  burs 
are  apt  not  only  to  show  a  little 
line  of  separation  where  the  slugs 
join,  but  sometimes  cause  the  cen-  i 
ter  of  the  column  to  bulge  up  in-  ! 
stead  of  lying  fiat  on  the  bed  of  i 
the  press.  “Trifles  make  perfection, 
but  perfection  is  no  trifle!”

pulling  bromoil  transfers.  Unless 
grained  metal  plates  (zinc  or  alum¬ 
inum)  are  used  as  a  support  for  the 
gelatin  film,  one’s  curiosity  is 
aroused  as  to  how  many  impres¬ 
sions  will  be  secured  from  a  glass 
plate  passed  through  the  more  or 
less  uneven  pressure  of  a  clothes 
wringer  before  breakage  of  the 
fragile  glass  occurs? 

In  answer  to  numbers  of  letters 
received  from  those  who  consider 
collotype  a  “simple”  process  and 
just  the  method  they’re  looking  for 
to  gain  a  hit  of  added  revenue, 
let  us  remark  that  photogelatin 
(collotype)  printing  is  by  no  means 
as  simple  as  it  appears,  if  quality 
work  is  the  aim  of  those  concerned. 

Only  a  few  American  establish¬ 
ments  employ  the  method  with  any 
degree  of  success,  and  these  are 
practically  all  possessed  of  the 
lithographic  training  so  necessary 
in  successful  collotype  printing. 

Beginners  in  the  process  will 
quickly  discover  that  the  method 
is  full  of  pitfalls,  one  of  the  most 
serious  being  lack  of  uniformity 
in  images  of  even  small  editions. 

Collotype  has  been  justiflably 
rated  as  producing  the  most  beau- 
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tiful  of  all  photomechanical  im¬ 
pression,  but  success  is  only  gained 
through  long  practise  and  experi¬ 
ence,  coupled  with  the  use  of 
proper  equipment.  Even  under 
these  conditions,  inferior  results 
and  even  failures  are  not  exactly 
rare  occurences.

mass  of  capitals  is  monotonous; 
there  is  no  pleasing  contrast  as  in 
ascending  and  descending  lower 
case  letters. 

If  it  be  a  business  card,  a  book, 
or  a  full-page  advertisement,  a 
piece  of  printing  will  gain  or  lose 
favor  by  its  grammatical  and  typo¬ 
graphical  character. 

No  advertiser  or  printing  buyer 
has  a  conception  of  typography  so 
warped  that  it  cannot  be  tempered 
to  the  requirements  for  reader  re¬ 
sponsiveness,  and  profitable  results 
to  him. 

Reader  responsiveness  to  maga¬ 
zine  advertising  should  have  some 
significance  to  advertisers.  Maga¬ 
zine  advertisements  are  generally 
typographically  excellent.  Good 
typography  centers  in  a  good  lay¬ 
out;  clean,  readable  tjqje,  well 
spaced  and  well  placed;  initials 
properly  aligned;  simple,  appro¬ 
priate  borders;  and  good  illustra¬ 
tions  —  there’s  your  recipe  for 
typography  with  a  sales  wallop!

I  have  overlapped 
tapes  and  sewed  them  together,  hut 
token  I  did  this,  the  sheets  wouldn’t 
register  if  they  go  through  the  roll¬ 
ers  at  the  same  time  that  the  joint 
goes  through.  Do  you  know  any¬ 
thing  about  sticking  tapes  together, 
and  will  you  tell  me  what  you  can 
about  it?— A.  D.,  New  York  City. 
Cementing  replacement  tapes 
.  together  is  becoming  more  and 
more  popular  and  tapes  properly 
joined  in  this  manner  cause  less 
trouble  in  register  than  replace¬ 
ment  tapes  joined  in  any  other 
manner.  Tapes  properly  joined  by 
cementing  give  equally  good  results 
to  endless  tapes  usually  furnished 
with  new  machines. 

There  are  at  least  two  excellent 
methods  of  joining  tapes  by  ce¬ 
menting.  The  first  is  to  fray  the 
ends  of  the  tapes,  dip  the  frayed 
ends  in  the  cement  and  press  the 
threads  together.  The  threads  in¬ 
termingle  in  the  cement  to  provide 
a  joint  that  is  very  strong  and  very 
little,  if  any,  thicker  than  the  tape 
thickness.  The  other  method  is  to 
use  double  tape,  i.e.,  two  tapes 
sewed  together.  A  length  of  the 
double  tape,  from  one  to  two  inches 
longer  than  needed  is  cut  from  the 
roll  and  then  separated  at  each 
end.  The  inside  tape  on  one  end 
and  the  outside  tape  on  the  other 
is  cut  away  to  provide  an  overlap 
and  the  single  tapes  are  overlapped 
and  cemented  together.  This  gives 
an  exceptionally  good  joint  and 
there  will  be  no  effect  upon  register 
when  folding.

electros  for  reproduction  of  this 
nature  and  wherever  possible  you 
electrotypers  should  make  a  deter- 
mined  effort  to  sell  lead  molds.  We 
are  also  inclined  to  assume  that 
the  work  is  being  run  off  of  wood 
mounted  plates.  This  is  also  bad 
practice  where  long  runs  are  con¬ 
cerned.  A  printer  should  equip 
himself  with  patent  base. 

Your  argument  on  the  matter  is 
this,  that  if  the  plates  were  poorly 
made  it  would  have  so  been  indi¬ 
cated  before  the  run  was  even 
started  and  any'  abrasive  wear 
after  that  is  due  to  faulty  make- 
ready  or  improper  press  conditions.

You  shouldn’t  have  much  trouble 
with  ink  and  your  ink  house 
should  be  able  to  solve  this  for 
you,  as  you  may  need  an  ink  that 
sets  itself  much  more  quickly  due 
to  the  short  travel  on  the  sheet  as 
experienced  on  a  Drum  press. 

The  Electric  Heater  may  help 
but  is  not  positive  enough.  It  may 
be  better  fcir  you  If  you  equip  yom: 
press  and  folder  with  a  static 
eliminator  commonly  called  a  neu¬ 
tralizer.
